returned an absolute negative was reached. The crisis, therefore, is 
still to come. It may be reached tomorrow, as the cessipn of Sakha- 
lin comes fifth in the list. 

The three “articles found,” as they are officially designated in 
the brief communications authorized to be given to the press, which 
were disposed of today are, in substance, as follows: | 

First—Russia’s recognition of Japan’s “preponderating in- 
fluence” and special position in Korea, which Russia henceforth 
agrees is outside of her sphere of influence, Japan binding herself to 
recognize the suzerainty of the reigning family, but with the right to 
give advice and assistance to improve the civil administration of the 
empire.

“buckling” is due to the presence of 
unbraked cars ip the rear of the train, 
it appears to the commission that such 


accidents may bé obviated by requiring

law to have their brakes operated by 
the engineer. Increase in the mini- 
mum is authorized by law.

result from the conference between 
the Japanese and Russian envoys, ac- 
cording to Isaac Seligman, the New 
York banker, who, with a party of four 
Jewish capitalists, arrived here today 
to. discuss with Witte the condition 
of the Hebrews in Russia and also to 
make it plain to him that the Czar 
could hope for no. financial aid from 
Jewish financiers unless he agreed to 
better those conditions. 

“Tl am certain that a lasting peace 
will be the outcome,” said Seligman 
soon after his arriva}. “I have watched 
the negotiations closely and my opinion 
is based not only on observation but 

upon private information I have re- 
ceived. 1 look for several breaks in 
the negotiations and much dispute, but 
in the end peace must surely come.’ 

Seligman then went on to confirm the 
statement that the Czar must accord 
better treatment to the Jews in Rus- 
sia if he would enlist the aid of Jew- 
ish capitalists in raising a loan to pay 
the indemnity asked by Japan. “I am 
one of a number of representatives of 
the Jewish race who are here to dis- 
cuss with Witte the conditions of our 
people in Russia. Nothing has yet been 
said of a loan.’ 

“Is it true that if a ioan is asked 
for, Jewish capitalists wil] refuse un- 
less promises are made that there will 
be better treatment of the Jews In 
Russia?” he was asked. 

“7 will not make that direct state- 
ment,” was the reply, “but the infer- 
ence is plain. We are here for the 
purpose of doing all we can for our 
race. There will be a@ meeting tonight, 
after which a statement will be made.’

The heaviest re- 
duction made in any claim was in the 
case of the French company, owners of 
the Venezuelan Ratlroad, in which 
damages to the amount of $3,567,215 
were cut by the referee to $74,860. The 
French government supported this 
claim in its entirety; Venezuela ares 
to pay $46,582. 

The other claims settled were: Poerl 
Domisique claimed $274,007! is given 
$57,900; the French government offered 
to séttle for $115,800, and Venezuela to 
give $31,810. The heirs of Juan Manina 
claimed $386,000; are given $19,300; 
France offered to settle for $96,500, and 
Venezuela rejected the claim. Jules 
Brom claimed $96,500; is given $19,300; 
I'rance supported the claim in full; 
Venezuela rejected it in full, 

The decision of the referee was made 
fir.al by the terms of the protovco! be- 
tween the two countries, under which 
they agreed to leave it to the decision 
of an umpire of contested claims.

KINK)FQUND IN GULF STREAM. 


Great Body of Fiowing Warm Water in 
Atlantic Active 600 Miles East 
of New York. ° 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—That the 
Gulf Stream is active 600 miles east of 
this city, at a point tin the Atlantic 
Ocean, where, according to the best 
authorities, it should be hardly dis- 
cernible, and with such a flow as to 
hold back to a serious extent the 
‘steamship Moltke on her western way, 
was asserted by Capt. Ruser of that 
ship when she arrived at Hoboken yes- 
terday, from Hamburg, Boulogne and 
Dover. 

This activity was observed Thursday. 
Monday the midday speed reckoning 
showed 404 knots, the next day 397 
knots, then 389 and 382 on the follow- 
ing days. Capt. Ruser began to seek 
the cause. The water suddenly began to 
grow warmer, and in streaks there 
were high temperatures that were 
startiing. For five hours this high tem- 
‘perature was recorded, and all day the 
peculiar activity of the Gulf Stream 
Was apparent. 

When at noon Friday the day's run 
Was computed it was found that the 
ship had logged only 367 miles. Al) this 
time, according to Capt. Ruser, there 
were light winds from the southwest, a 
high barometer, and an intensely hu- 
mid atmosphere. The weather was idea! 
for the voyagers, as far as smooth 
went, but the temperature on 
shipboard was almost unbearable, reg- 
istering nearly 90 deg.

HAVE TEXT OF TREATY. 

The language of the three articles 
adopted today will form practically the 
text of the treaty of Washington if 
one is signe, subject, of course, to a 
final revision. Each side has agreed to 
the articles, and they are included in 
the protocols of each day's session, 
which are officially signed by the plen- 
ipotentiaries the next morning. 

In addition to the minutes kept by 
each side, there is an abbreviated rec- 
ord of the discussions, giving the ar- 
guments md@iie on each side of every 
point, which’ are daily attested, so 
that when the conference is ended the 
record of the proceedings will be 
completed. 

Of course, the agreement, article by 
article, does not bind either Russia or 
Japan until a final agreement is 
reached and the treaty is signed. It 
is, however, significant that Mr. Sato, 
while specifically stating that he 
did not speak officially, gave as hia 
opinion that each power had now 
bound itself to the articles agreed to. 
It was M. Witte himself who organized 
the Russo-Chinese bank in 1895, and 
who has always been considered (the 
real organizer of the Chinese Eastern 
Company. Mr. Berge, the attorney of 
-the Russo-Chinese Bank which owns 
practically all if not all of the shares 
of the road, is attached to the Russian 
mission. 

NOT SWERVING FROM SECRECY. 

The Japanese ure not swerving from 
their policy of secrecy regarding the 
negotiations. Within the last few 
days, the strongest pressure has been 
brought to bear on Baron Komura and 
Mr. Takahira to modify their decision 
but to no effect. The Japanese reply 
to all such arguments is that having 
entered into this agreement at the 
suggestion of Russia it is not for Japan 
to break off. 

“The subject has never been seri- 
ously talked of,” said the informant of 
the Associated Press. “I do not say 
that Baron Komura and Mr. Takahira 
should change their positions, even 
should M. Witte present the official 
protest of which he says so much, but 
the presentation of such a protest was, 
at any rate, given an opportunity for 
serious discussion.” 

To the suggestion that American 
public opinion might be alienated by 
the Japanese policy of silence in the 
face of the publicly expressed wish of 
the Rwssians for publicity, the reply 
is made: . 

“We do not seek to obtain public 
sympathy by such methods. American 
friendship, if it be sincere—as we be- 
lieve it is—will not be overturned by 
the fact that Japan, after a solemn 
compact entered into with Russia, re- 
fused, in pursuance of all international 
precedent, to make public the negotia- 
tions now in progress until some agree. 
ment shall have been arrived at. So 
far from losing friendship in this coun- 
try, we believe the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries will gain by the stolid way 
by which we follow this course.”

FOREIGN CROP REPORTS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The for- 
eign crop reports to the Department 
of Agriculture, made yublic today, an- 
nounce that “In the countries of lacgest 
production the crops of the principal 
bread grains cannot be called abun- 
dant, but on a general survey of the 
field it seems probable that the har- 
vest of 1905, will not, on the whole, 
be a bad one.” 

In great Britain and Ireland, the 
area under wheat is estimated at 1,800,- 
000 acres and the yield at 63,000,090 
bushels, or thirty-five bushels to the 
acre, against an area last year of 
1,400,000 acres and a yield of 39,000,- 
000 bushels, or less than twenty-eight 
bushels per acre. 

The area under wheat in Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories is fully 
10. per cent. larger than ever before. 
The acreage there is placed at 4,000,- 
000, and the crop at 70,000,000 or 80,- 
000,000; by some, even as high as 100,- 
000,000 bushels. In Argentine, there is 
a good crop outlook, and the area of 
winter: grain appears to be much larger 
than last year. In Australia, the out- 
look is more promising than in ten 
years. Despite unfavorable weather 
reports, the outlook in Germany last 
month seemed fair. 

In Russia, the crop prospects remain- 
ed generally satisfactory, the winter 
cereals promising nearly and the 
spring grains above an average yieli. 
In Russia, it is not certain whether 
winte wheat or winter rye can be 
set down as average crops. In Hun- 
gary, the prospect was considerably 
worse than in June, but the total grain 
report promised to be larger than last 
year.

HIS TRAIN WAS TO BE BLOWN UP 
NEAR RIDGEWOOD. 


Chautauqua Soecial is Broken up 
at Suffern, N. Y., and the Chief 
Executive’s Car is Taken to Jersey 
City Over Branch Lines—His . 
Cousins Injured in a Runaway.

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—That the Erie 
Rallroad officials were alarmed for the 
safety of President Roosevelt on his 
way from Chautauqua to Jersey City, 
Saturday, was shown by the fact, made 
known yesterday, that the President's 
car did not come in over the main line. 
Instead, the Chautauqua special was 
broken in two at Suffern, N. Y., and 
the Presidential party was brought in 
by a roundabout way over two smali 
branch roads. 

The President is said to have ob- 
jected to the unusual precautions 
taken, but acquiesced when positive 
orders from President Underwood of 
the Erie were shown to him. These or- 
ders were issued as a result ofa letter 
received by the Paterson police, which 
said there was a plot to blow up the 
President's train near Ridgewood, N. J. 

The Chautauqua special was stopped 
at Suffern early Saturday morning. 
There was a consultation over the teie- 
phone, followed by a consultation of 
railroad men, at which it was decided 
to send the President to Sparkill, 4 
small town on the Hudsog, three miles 
below Nyack, by a little single track 
road, known as the Piermont branch, 
and thence into Jersey City on the 
Northern Railroad, a branch having 
its terminus at Nyack. 

The President was awakened and told 
of the change in the schedule, as the 
officials did not like to take the re- 
sponsibility without his consent. The 
President, after some discussion, said 
that he was “in the hands of the Erie,” 
and while he had no fear of his train 
being wrecked on the main line, he 
would do what the railroad men 
thought best.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—Representing not 
only Great Britain but al! Europe, the 
International Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners and Manufacturers 
Associations have declared war 
against the American gamblers in cot- 
ton. That is the meaning of the 
agreement reached at the emergency 
meeting of the association, heki yester- 
day at which it was decided to 
“strongly urge every cotton spinner in: 
Europe and America to refrain from 
buying American cotton during the 
next three months, except for immed#- 
ate wants.” It is recognized here as 
the most important step ever taken by 
the representatives of the great cotton 
industry to prevent an artificial infla- 
tion of the price of the raw material 
such as caused such widespread suf- 


fering and loss when the great Sully 
corner was established. 
While the statement which was 


given out for publication at the con- 
clusion of the meeting has already 
been cabled to America, an interview. 
which I have just had with W. C. Ma- 
cara, président of the Association, who 
presided at the gathering, throws an 
illuminating light on the objects aimed 
at and the means by which it is sought 
tu attain them. 

“I am particularly anxious,” said. 
Mr. Macara, “that it should be under- 
stood in America that this is in no 
sense a movement hostile to the Amer- 
ican cotton growing industry. The-de- 
cision we have reached has been forced | 
upon us by the necessity of taking 
some step to counteract the pernicious 
effect on the trade brought about. by 
the recent enormous enchancement of 
the price of the raw material due to 
the action of speculative rings. We are 
united and we are in deadly earnest. 
Although the meeting was summoned 
by telegraph it was attended by repre- 
sentatives of the association from al] 
over Europe. The Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Association in England, of 
which I am the president alone stands 
for thirty-two million spindles. We 
deliberated on the matter for over six 
hours before we formulated our agree- 
ment. 

“We hold that there ts nothing more 
important for.this great, world-wide 
cotton industry than to ria it of the 
curse of gambling in its raw material. 
Kvery penny per pound that is added 
to the cost of the raw matertal by this 
process represents an advance of many 
millions of pounds sterling in the cost 
or the world’s supply. Last year the 
cotton crop Was raised by this means-- 
I speak of average prices--from four 
pence a pound, which would have been 
price, to seven pence a. pound. 
In American money that means a rise 
in price from eight cents to fourteen 
cents a pound. I have calculated that

“In the main the gamblers alone 
have profited vy it, and manufactur- 
operatives and consumers have 
suffered by it. The repetition of this 
sort of thine wil! demoralize the whole 
industry, inflict incalculable loss and 
suffering and involve thousands in ruin.

There are few stories more romantic 
than those of the discovery of literary 
treasure trove, which, however iittle 
known, are numerous enough to fill a 
goodly and most fascinating volume. 

It is but a short time since an ardent 
book lover entered a smai!l tobacco 
shop in the east end at the moment 
when its proprietress was . tearing 
leaves from a black letter book which 
proved to be the “Goode Huswife's 
Jewell,” published when Elizabeth was 
Queen. An offer of a shilling secured 
the treasure, and pint of beer apiece 
rescued the missing leaves from three 
recent purchasers of a “ha’porth of 
Irish rojl.” 

About four years ago a biacksmith 
invested a penny in an old book which 
attracted his attention on a second- 
hand book stall in Camden Town. He 
made a praiseworthy effort to read it, 
but found it so unpalatable that he 
threw the book down in disgusi. A 
littie iater the volume was picked up 
by .one of the blacksmith’'s lodgers, 
who, noticing that it bore the Gate 
1450, and thinking that it might pos- 
sibly be valuable, took it to the British 
Museum, where to his amazement he 
was able to negotiate a sale, on be- 
half of his landlord, for £90. The vol- 
ume which had caused the blacksmith 
to regret his indigcreet penny invest- 
ment was the first volume that came 
from Guttenberg’s press and was thus 
almost priceless, 

A few months ago a collector had a 
most annoying experience. Turning 
over a bundie of books, loosely tled 
with string, in a saleroom on the day 
before an auction sale, he discovered 
a copy of “Fiore et Zephyr.” Thack- 
eray’s most rare volume, which con- 
tains some of his earliest drawings. 
Replacing the volume and saying noth- 
ing of his discovery, he attended 
the sale on the following day and was 
made jubilantly happy by securing the 
bundle for 5 shillings. But, ajas! for 
the vanity of human expectations. 
When he untied his bundle the book 
was missing; and by lavishing bribes 
among the saleroom attendants he 
learned that one of them, wanting a 
light for his pipe, had torn a page 
from the missing volume and thrown 
the rest aside. What became of it is 
not known to this day; al! the collector 
was able to recover, after diligent 
search among the eweepings, were a 
couple of plates, which he ultimately

FFICERS WANT 


TWO RESIGNATIONS TENDERED 
AT LONG BEACH. 
Policeman Folsom ‘and Deputy 
Stevens Both Officially Express 
Desire to Relinquish’ Their Posi- 
tions — Troubles of Department 
Stated as Reason for Their Action. 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 14.—Leslie W. 
Folsom, for a year a pélice officer of 
this city, whose appointment has been 
the cause of the disruption of the 
police department, has tendered his 
resignation to the City Trustees, Police 
and Sanitary Committee, This was 
done as the result of \@ conference 
Saturday, in which he asked advice and

In his’ resignation he awaits the 
pleasure of the City Trustées, but asks 
to be relieved before September 1. ‘ He 
says he realizes that the present de- 
plorable condition of the ‘police depart- 
ment requires readjustment and that 
all inharmonious elements should be 
removed and to bring aout harmony, 
cojperation and good will among the 
officers, he asks that his resignation 
be accepted. The trustees expressed 
themselves as willing to accept the 
resignation, but deferred action for two 
} Weeks, because of the present short- 
handedness of the force and because 
on that date the marsha] will cease 
to be an officer of the city, The pres- 
ent idea is to appoirit an entire new 
police force. 

In addition to Folsom’s resignation, 
Deputy Marshal Stevens tendered his 
resignation to take effect At once and’ 
the same was accepted without com- 
ment, but no successor was appointed.

Then he would 
place a lighied candle onsthe upturned 
sole and begin to read from a morning 
paper the account of some mirth-pro- 
voking incident. And his laugh! He 
has had imitators, but none of them 
ever had the rich, penetrating baritone 
that made him of such value to the 
profession of minsirel. His laugh could 
be heard half a mile—when the weath- 
er was clear and the wind was right. 
He ied the vaa of the high-priced 
monologists.of today. He received a 
weekly salary of $350 when he was in 
the height of his career, and he occu- 
pied the pvedestal possessed today by 
Lew Dockstader as an eccentric black- 
face comedian of grotesque dress and 
droll humor, although Burgess was @a 
clever dancer in addiitior. to his other 
talenis as a minstrel. He left the 
stage nearly twenty yects ago. Like 
many others who have earned high 
salaries gs entertainers, he was “a 
good fellow’ while the money lasted, 
and it would have gone hard with him 
if he had not had a fond family to 
care for him.in his declining years. 
For many years ihe old minstrel has 
teen living in Toronto auietly. He was 
never a particularly robust man, and 
latterly he has been a sufferer from 
dropsy. A few weeks ago it was de- 
cided to place him uncer competent 
nurses in the Toronto General Hospi- 
tal in the hope of prolonging his life. 
He has been very ill, but at this writ- 
ing seems likely to rally. He is cheer- 
ful and hopeful of recovery, although 
ihe physicians hold out no hopes of 
more than a brief respite.

SEARCHLIGHT MINERS ASK UN- 

CLE SAM TO ACT. 

- 
Twenty-one Companies Operating 
in Gouthern Nevada's Golden Tri- 
angle Take Strong Action to Get 
Government to Investigate — 
Work Much Needed. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SEARCHLIGHT (Nev.) Aug. 14.—A 
petition signed by the owners or au- 
thorized representatives of twenty-one 
developed mining properties in the 
Searchlight and Eldorado districts, 6 
to be sent to the Secretary of the In- 
terior requesting an examination and 
report upon these districts by the 
United States Geological Survey. None 
but developed properties, or those un- 
dergoing deep development, are allowed 
to be represented. The great majority 
of these are owned in or about Los 
Angeles. 

The petition reads: 

“The honorable, the Secretary of the 
I. -rior. Washington, D. C.—Sir: 
The mine owners and operators of 
the Searchlight and Eldorado mining 
districts, in Lincoln county, Nev., cign- 
ers of tills petition, beg to request that 
your depirtment cause an examination 
and report upon the geology of these 
districts to be made -by the United 
State Geological Survey. 

“The very active and successful de- 
velopment of gold-bearing ledges in 
this vicinity, during the past year, 
has necessarily been confined to limited 
areas of hills and mountains not cov- 
ered by the great washes of the coun- 
try. The general geology of the ex- 

areas is but little understood; 
that of the covered portions of the 
mineral belt not at all. 

“The two districts have produced, up 
to the present time, some $9,000,000 in 
gold; the great part of it by ptimi- 
tive methods. The present production 
may be conservatively stated at $50,- 
000 monthly. This’ will be increased 
iby the product of new mills, now in 
course of construction on developed 
properties, to a probable million dol- 
lars for the fiscal year. 

“Twenty-one gold-bearing ledges 
within the districts are undergoing 


jdeep and systematic Jevelopment with 


satisfactory results. All of these will 
apparently be producing gold bullion 
within a year’s time. There are, in 
addition, numerous prospects of much 
promise.

All is not plain sailing for the Stan- 
dard Oil Company in its efforts to buiil 
a pipe line into the Santa Maria fie’. 
Mr. Rockefeller has run against a snag 
in the form of the Morre family, owners 
of a tract near Avila, across which the 
octopus desires to lay pipe. The sforres 
object, and there is a rumpus coing on 
in Santa Barbara county in co".se- 
quence. No doubt the Standard will

Protest from New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS (La.) Aug. 7, 1905.— 
[To the Editor of the Los Angeles 
Times:] The temporary unfortunate 
conditions which prevail in New Or- 
Jeans at present, due to the existence 
of yellow fever, have been exceedingly 
aggravated by the sometimes intemper- 
ate publications and headlines which 
characterize the utterances in many 
of the papers of the United States. 
Conditions due to fright, panic and 
Which are gradually nar- 
rowing to a point when it seems New 
Orleans may be cut off absolutely 
from communication with the outer 
world, are bad enough, without the 
newspapers of the country making 
them worse. 

I do not mean by this to imply that 
your particular journal has been gullty 
of gross exaggeration, misstatements 
pf fact or publications of an alarmist 
character, but at the suggestion of the 
Hon. Martin Behrman, Mayor of the 
city of New Orleans, I write to ask 
if you wil] not use your personal influ- 
ence in discouraging the alarmist re- 
which are so frequently made 
\public, and the grotesque exaggeration 
now so common, and instead, give New 
Orleans the benefit of your advice and 
sympathy in what is undoubtedly, and 
will probably be for some weeks, the 
greatest fight of science against dis- 
ease that has demanded the attention 
of the people and medical authorities 
in the Lnited States. 

We are not panic-stricken here in 
the least, but are making every effort 
to secure the confidence of the people 
in our own and other States. Business 
has been materially affected; panics 
have stopped transportation of passen- 
gers, mail and freight. Useless, sense- 
less and: really dangerous shotgun 
quarantines are adding to the disor- 
der everywhere, \when instead of these 
conditions obtaining, a belief in the 


efficacy of modern methods, of medical 
discoveries regarding the mosquito as 
applied to yellow fever, and the abitity 
of human effort to end the present oute-. 
break, should 
rather than create the present un- 
necessary and frequently heartless re- 
strictiongs which are rapidly setting 
the communities of the entire South 
against each other, as well as solidly 
arraigned against this city. 

We of New Orleans believe that we 
can stamp out the disease before frost, 
and if energy and continued effort 
prove of avail, we will demonstrate to 
the world that yellow fever is no longer 
to be feared. 

I trust you will give this your earn- 
est consideration, and help us with your 
sympathy and advice, rather than 
cripple and inconvenience us by what 
is probably unconscious, yet unwar- 
ranted, exaggeration and distortion of 
existing facts.

the City Council. The date will prob- 
ably go down in history «as that on 
which the municipal legislat>:s settled 
for at least a century the hitherto 
vexed problem of the city’s water sup- 
ply. 

Only the beginning, to be sure; the 
electors of the city must yet place their 
stamp of approval upon the Council's 
action; the legal department must de- 
fend the integrity of the city’s rigit to 
that water against all comers, meaning 
perhaps a legal battle in the Supreme 
Court of the United s‘ites, the long- 
headed business wien in this and fu- 
ture councils and water commissions 
must solve the problem of financing the 
construction of the greatest watcr con- 
duit ever attempted by a municipality; 
the engineers and their assistants must 
solve problems: of engineering science; 
and the must stand back of the 
officials at very turn—but it is an un- 
disputed axiom that well begun is half 
done; and the Council and the Water 
Commission have begun well. 

Plans are already under consideration 
for an active campaign of education 
during the next three weeks. The elec- 
tion itself would have been called for 
a later date but for the fact that the 
Water Board must pay over $50,000 on 
options by October 1. The commission- 
ers asked to have the question of the 
bond issue settled, and, if possible, the 
securities marketed, before that date. 

In order to ratify the bond fissue a 
two-thirds vote is necessary. The Coun- 
cil and the Water Commission expect 
opposition, but they believe that the 
widespread feeling that an adequate 
water supply is vital to the future life 
of the city will bring enough voters to 
the polls to guarantee two or three 
times the necessary majority. 

Yesterday afternoon in the Coun- 
cil was exhibited a sample of this 
kind of opposition. A special rep- 
resentative of the editor-in-chief of the 
Examiner occupied a seat within a few 
feet of Howton's chair all through the 
diseussion and directed the bush- 
whacking tactics. 

But this was more than offset by City 
Attorney Mathews, who sat at the ex- 
treme left of the little semicircle of 
Councilmen in whose hands rested the 
fate of the water enterprise, advising 
the Republican Councilmen as to the 
most direct course of legal procedure 
and lending valuable assistance in un- 
covering the ambushed bushwhackers 
and putting them to rout. 

Every effort will be made to poll a 
large vote at the bond election; the 
more nearly unanimous the ratification 
by the people the more demand there 
will be for the securities. 

The Councilmen agreed last night 
that there shall be no consolidation

BUSINESS. 
The “back-to-the-farm” perspective 
of railroad officials has such a 
roseate effect on the outlook for

In the financial field, 
some attention was csiven to the as- 
sertions that American bankers were 
being sourded with a view of sharing 
in a Russian loan. At Chicago, weather 
news strencthened wheat, but subse- 
quent developments eased the market, 
and the close was easy, at 81',@81'4. 


EW ORLEANS PROTESTS. 

The Times is in receipt of a let- 
ter from Albert Godchaux, acting 
president of the New Orleans Pro- 
gressive Union, protesting against the 
exaggerated reports of yellow fever in 
that city, published by some of the 
yellow newspapers over flamboyant 
headlines. The protest is timely. It 
is just. There is no excuse for repre- 
senting the situation of New Orleans 
as being worse than it really is. The 
peopie there have enough to contend 
with in subduing the disease, without 


being subjected to the added annoy- 


ances which must come from exagger- 
ated, sensational and false reports, 
spread broadcast throughout the coun- 
try by irresponsible, sensation-monger- 
ing journals, in reckless disregard of 
the truth and of the consequences 
which follow their false reports. 
Business has been materially af- 
fected in New Orleans and throughout 
the region round about by the mis- 
leading reports which have been circu-- 
lated. The people of New Orleans are 
not panic-str'cken, and they are firm 
in the belief that they can soon stamp 
out the disease by scientific methods— 
the methods which succeeded so com-. 
pletely in transforming the city of 
Havana from a_ pest-hole of . yellow 
fever to one of the most healthful 
cities in the world. The disease has 
not attained to alarming proportion’, 
and the indications are that it wili be 
fully under control before frost comes. 
Clearly, a great injustice has been 
done to the South by reason of the 
reckless expioitation of the situation. 
For this the yellow press is respon- 
sible. The actual number of cases up 
to date has not been jarge, in a com- 
parative sense; the proportion of 
deaths is remarkably small; and the 
prospects for the speedy eradication of 
the disease are good. Surely, there is 
no cause for panic in these conditions. 


XTRA SESSION NOT NEEDED. 

The President is reported to 
have virtually abandoned his previously 
announced intention of calling an 
extra session of Congress for October 
or November. This decision will doubt- 
less meet the approval of a large 
majority of the people in all parts of 
the country. While the good inten- 
tions of the President have at no time 
been questioned by anybody, the 
pressing necessity for @n extra ses- 
sion has not been and is not apparent. 
No great crisis confronts the coun- 
try. There is necessity for Congress- 
ional action on several important sub- 
jects, but the necessity is not so great 
that it cannot wait. 

An extra session of Congress nec- 
essarily entails heavy expense. For 
this reason alone, if for no other, it 
should be resorted to only in cases of 
emergency. As no emergency exists, 
the President's decision ts wise, and 
the needless expense of an extra ses- 
sion will be saved. There is little 
probability that anything of conse- 
quence would be accomplished if Con- 
gress were called together before the 
date of the regular session in Decem- 
ber. The time would doubtless be 
frittered away in profitless discussion 
of non-esgential matters, as has often 
been done in previous sessions denom- 
inated as “extraordinary,” but which 
were so principally on account of the | 


extraordinary non-activity of those 
assenibled for the avowed purpose of 
saving the country. 

It was the President's original inten- 
tion to call an extra session for the 
purpose of considering railway rate 
legislation and some possible changes 
in the tariff. It is apparent that the 
time of an extra session Would be al- 
together too short for the proper con- 
sideration of subjects so important, 
and the questions involved would in- 
evitably be relegated to the regular 
session, at which time the grourd 
would be traversed all over again, and 
nothing would have been gained by 
the earlier session. If the two issues 
mentioned shall have been ‘gatisfactor- 
ily determined at the end of the reg- 
ular session, the result will be sur- 
prising to most people. If we are to 
have an extra session, the necessity 
for it is more likely to arige after than 
tefore the regular session... 


NGLOPHILE AND ANGLOPHOBE. 
These two terms of mixed deriva- 
tion occurred in yesterday's dis- 
patches. They are supposed to be ex- 
pressive of the present Attitude of 
France toward Great Britgin, as con- 
trasted with what it has been for a 
generation past. It is not the first 
time in the history of these countries 
that there have been Franco-British 
alliances. They made common cause 
against Russia in the Crimean war, 
fearing, if that nation should secure a 
foothold on the Bosphorus, that their 
interests in Northern Afri¢a would be 
piaced in jeopardy. if 
When, in 1871, Germany accom- 
plished her sweeping victory over the 
French arms, England had stood in 
the background, not anticipating such 
a decisive and overwhelming result. 
There was a great temptation for Ger- 
many to gather Holland and Belgium 
as part of the spoils’ of war. But 
England roused herself anid placed a 
firm veto on the absorptidn of those 
smail States of Europe. They serve 
to operate as buffers in cage of other 
possible conflicts. 
By a singular, and ‘even yet not 
clearly explicable combjpation of 
circumstances, the Republi¢ of France, 
theoretically standing for ‘the rights 
of the individual as against the divine 
right of kings, became closely allied 
with her former enemy, the absolute 
Autocrat of all the Russiag, The alli- 
ance has not only been close and ef- 
fective, but there has been: a senti- 
ment of genuine friendship between 
the peoples of the two countries. This 
friendship has undoubtedly served a 
good purpose. It has eurbed the 
growing power and ill-cogrcealed 
tentions of Germany to domijnate inter- 
national affairs in Europe.: 

But Russia, just at the present mo- 
ment, is under a shadow. ‘Torn by in- 
ternal dissensions, and its armies and 
fleets defeated in Asiatic Waters, it is 
in no eondition to intergose when 
questions of moment arise in 
European affairs, and the’! Ambitious 
Emperor of Germany has manifested 
a disposition -to assert <himseif in 
various ways on recent occasions. 
This is not to the liking,’ either of 
France or England. For thése reasons 
they are drawn together b¥ a common 
interest, and the former Bitter Anglo- 
phobes have been converted into ar- 
dent Anglophiles. 

Together they will not oly succeed 
in preserving the “balance of power” 
in Eurvpe, but they will exert a potent 
influence in preventing their Chinese 
and other Asiatic interests from suf. 
fering at the hands of the new Oriental 
power which has recently |. taken its 
| place among the great nafions of the 
earth. Ail well-wishers of mankind, 
hoping for the highest development of 
twentieth-century civilizatign, wil) re- 
gard the new alliance of France and 
Great Britain with fawor if so far as 
it may prove auspicious: ‘ot future 
peace and progress among the nations 


of Europe. | 
OTA MONOPOLY, 
The current isswe of the Muni- 
cipal Journal and Enginegr contains 
an article on the proposed introduc- 
tion into Los Angeles of. the Gothen- 
burg system of regulatign for the 


liquor traffic. After destribing the 
proposed plan of operation, ‘the article 
says: 


“Something may be said on both 
sides of such a proposition as this. 
In the first place it creates a monop- 
oly and shuts 200 private {ndividuais 
out from the business they follow, 
while an increase of monppolies and 
a hindrance to private enterprises is 
not a need of the present ‘time when 
the tendency even without official help 
is too much in that direction! 

“This is one side of the argument. 
but there is a good deal to be said on 
the other. Undoubtedly sueh a syndi- 
cate would faithfully “keep. its agree-* 
ment not to sell liquor to;jntoxicated 
men, and that would be a fecided im- 
provement on the system under which 
any individual can get-as drunk as he 
pleases at any time he chooses. There 
is not much room for question that 
under such an arrangement the days 
of the vile groggery woulil. be ended 
in Los Angeles.” 


As regards the alleged monopolistic 
feature of the Gothenburg plan, the 
Municipal Journal is ‘evidently under 
a misapprehension. The pla proposed 
would be destitute of the) principal 
features of a monopoly, for the-pro- 
ponent company would bind itse]f not 
to, retain more than ithe qrrent rate 
of interest on the capital invested, 
out of the total receipt# from the 
traffic. Monopolies are formed for the 
purpose of extracting froth the con- 
suming public “all the ‘traffic will 
bear,” and then some more. In the 
proposed plan, practically {all the sur- 
plus profits would be turgéd over to 
the pubiit, so that the public would in 
reality reap the benefit gf whatever 
monopoly was created. A few men 
engaged in the liquor traf—e would be 
denied the. privilege of céptinuing in 
‘that line of business (which it is 
hardly proper to classify under the 
term “private enterpfise.”): Moreover 
it is not intended to deprive the own- 


out compensation. It is a part of the 
plan that they shall be duly compen- 
sated for their actual property at «a 
fair valuation. They are to be treated 
with justice and consideration, but it 
will of course become obligatory upon 
them to abandon the traffic in liquors. 

To any unprejufiiced observer it 
must be apparent that the Gothenburg 
system, which has proved so successful! 
fn the land where it originated, would 
be a.great improvement over our pres- 
ent methods if transplanted to this 
country. Its’ benefits would be many 
and incalculable. Its objectionable 
features would be few indeed. 

While human nature remains as it 
is, abstinence from liquor-drinking is 
virtually impossible of enforcement. 
If ever the taste for intoxicants shall 
be eradicated, or held in control by 
moral considerations, the need for re- 
pressive legislation will cease to exist. 
In the meantime, fwe are confronted 
by disagreeabie ditions rather than 
by mere theories. The Gothenburg 
system appears to have come nearer 
than any other plan yet devised to fur- 
nishing a satisfactory solution of the 
liquor problem. It is worthy of a 
fair trial, at all events. 


Morocco and Korea. 

The Japanese press is now begin- 
ning to teach world politics. The To- 
kio newspaper Jiji gives France a les- 
son as to how the Morocco question 
should have been handled, On the com- 
pletion of the Anglo-French treaty, 


says the Japanese journal, France 
should at once have stepped in and con- 
solidated her position in the country by 
putting into practice her plans and un- 
dertakings. Germany would then never 
have found a chance to appear on the 
stage. There would never have been 
any intermeddling by the Kaiser, and 
therefore none of the present uncer- 
tainty as to the final outcome of 
events. The grand error made by 
France was in letting things drift for 
a whole year. There can be no question 
but that this is a very shrewd and just 
commentary on what has happened. 
The Jiji proceeds to apply the warning 
to Japan herself. Korea is her Mo- 
rocco, and the country must be imme- 
diately and effectively taken under con- 
trol if Japan's predominant position is 
never again to assailed. 
New Naval Base at Dover. om 

Dover Harbor, when completed, will 
be one of the Jargest artificial harbors 
in the world. It will inclose a water 
area at low tide of 610 acres, or close 
upon a square mile. The great work, 
be it noted, is not a commercial enter- 
prise, but is being carried out by the 
Admiralty. It will give to England, 
right in the narrowest neck of: the 
English Channel, a naval base of the 
first importance, for the harbor will 
afford ample accommodation for a fleet 
of twenty-five first-class battleships 
with their attendant smaller craft. The 
necessity for the deep-water inclosure 
arises from the introduction of thé 
torpedo and the submarine boat in na- 
val warfare, which make the open 
channel no longer a safe anchorage 
for the fleet. The land fortifications are 
to be on a corresponding scale of mag- 
nitude, and Dover will eventually be 
the Gibraltar of the English Channe!, 
guarding the entrance to and exit from 
the North Sea. For seven years now 
over a thousand men have been work- 
ing day and night except when pre- 
vented by storms, but it will take some 
years.yet before the whole scheme can 
be completed in its entirety. Meanwhile 
however, the construction of breik-va- 
ters has at once given Dover a first 
place as a commercial harbor. Already 
the German Atlantic liners make it a 
port of call, and others are sure to 
follow suit, for Dover is only a little 
over an hour's railway running from 
London, and less than an hour's steam- 
ing by the swift channel boats to the 
French port of Calais. 

Schools and Roads in Cuba. 

Cuba’s recent progress is fully at- 
tested by her trade returns. But even 
a* more satisfactory criterion Is af- 
forded by the state of education and 
of transportation in the island now, as 
compared’ with the Spanish regimé. In 
1894, under the old conditions, there 
were 1644 schools. The number is now 
3605. or more than double, while, tak- 
ing primary schools alone, as best 
showing the general spread of educa- 
tion, we dnd 
times, the increase being especially 
marked in the rural] districts. The total 
number of children in school attend- 
ance has advanced from 36,306 to 120,- 
000. After schools, roads are the best 
test of a country’s progressiveness. In 
the old days the Spanish government 
left the task of road making to the 
producers’ machete; not a dollar of the 
public revenues was allotted for the 
purpose. Toward this work the re- 
publican budget now annually appro- 
priates $2,000,000. Furthermore, 435 
miles of railway have been built, es- 
tablishing connection between the east 
and the west of the island. This is the 
result of private enterprise, but the line 
for a long succession of years planned 
by the Spanish administration, would 
never have been carried out. but for 
the changed order of things. 

Australia and Chamberlain. 

The new Australian ministry, with 
Mr. Alfred Deakin as Prime Minister, 
will strengthen the hands of Mr. Cham- 
berlain in his campaign for tariff re- 
form in England. Mr. Deakin has al- 
ways been a thorough-going supporter 
of the Chamberlain programme. He 
will do nothing to break down the Aus- 
tralian tariff, which fosters certain lo- 
cal manufaetures even against the 
motherland. But in Australia’s present 
industrial position there must always be 
a heavy importation of manufactured 
goods, so that there is ample margin 
to give England effective preferential! 
rates as against the foreigner. Mr. 
Watson, the leader of the labor party, 
and for a time Prime Minister of the 
Commonwealth, supported Mr. Deakin 
on this point..and also on other impor- 
tant questions, such as Old-age pen- 
sions, an antitrust programme, and 
the assumption of the separate state 
debts by the Federal government. As 
the labor party practically holds the 
balance of parllamentary power in its 
hands, this general agreement between 
its leader and Mr. Deakin ts likely to 
give the latter a longer tenure of of- 
fice than his two immediate predeces- 
sors have enjoyed. So when next year 


the conference of Colonial premiers 
assembles in London, Mr. Deakin is 
pretty sure to represent Australia. 


Thus the last doubtful element wii} he 
eliminated, and all the great selfgov- 
erning colonies will be solid for Mr. 
Chamberlain—Canada, the Cape of 
Good Hope, Natal, Australia, and New 
Zealand.

OF ACTION. 


F. M. Murphy of Prescott, Ariz., 
president of the Santa Fé Prescott 
and Phoenix Railroad, the Imperial 
Mining Company and vice-president of 
the Tombstone Mining Company, and 
one of the richest mining men and 
capitalists in that Territory, arrived 
in Los Angeles yesterday. He came 
here to meet President Gage of the 
Tombstone mine, who is expected here 
from San Francisco in a few days. 
Mr. Murphy, with his wife is stay- 
ing at the Van Nuys Hotel. 

In the building of a smelter at Tomb- 
stone, on which these gentlemen pro- 
pose to spend over $1,500,000, Mr. Mur- 
phy foresees much good ahead for Los 
Angeles. This mine, which is one of 
the richest copper bonanzas the 
Southwest, if not in the country, has 
hitherto been paying toll to the Amer- 
ican Smelting and Refining Company, 
the smelter trust. Messrs. Gage and 
Murphy, with New York financiers, 
determined some time ago to build their 
a in opposition to the combina- 
tion. - 

Details of the,.plan, which has been 
under way for some time, are to be 
discussed when Mr. Gage cotnes down 
from San Francisco. 

“It’s a pretty big proposition,” said 
Mr. Murphy last night to a Times re- 
“Tt means a great deat for 
Arizona and a great deal for Los An- 
geles. It will put the company in a 
pretty good position.” 

Among his business projects, Mr. 
Murphy has now under way the builld- 
ing of a railroad from Prescott and 
Santa Fé to the Colorado River, to 
connect with the ,Santa Fé railroad. 
Hie has also just completed a tunnel 
8000 feet long, connecting two of the 
mining districts in that region. 

“The new branch of the railroad will 
be of importance to many people in 
Los Angeles,” said Mr. Murphy, “as 
it taps a country where many Los An- 
geles people have interests. It will 
serve the Saline Company, that was 
formed by local people some time ago 
to extract the sodium from the big 
salt deposits in the bed of the old in- 
land sea, 3 

“People down in our country are be- 
ginning to look more and more to Los 
Angeles every day. That merger of 
the banks that took place here re- 
cently will be a great thing for the 
city. It will have the effect of attract- 
ing industries here, and making the 
city the financial center of the South- 
west. When any enterprise is on foot 
that calls for $100,000, $200,000 or even 
half a million, they will know try 
can get the money here. Then they 
will say, ‘Why not get the money in 
Ios Angeles, instead of going to New 
York” And the more propositions that 
are financed out of Los Angeles, the 
greater the territory Los Angeles mer- 
chants will be able to tap.” 

Mr. Murphy, together with Col. Rob- 
ertson of Monterey, owns large tim- 
ber concessions in Northern Chihuahua. 
This, together with the fact that Col. 
W. C. Greene has large mining inter- 
ests in that part of Mexico, has led 
to his being spoken of several times 
as connected with the copper magnate. 
But Mr. Murphy denies that he has 
any business relations with Col. Greene. 

Mr. Murphy ts a brother of ex-Gov. 
Murphy of Arizona. He himself. says 
that he does not mix in politics at 
all. He is greatly interested, as are 

oat Arizonans, in preventing the com- 
Saonehnnl of Arizona and New Mexico 
into one State. “We appreciate. the 
help we get frem Californians in that 
struegie,”” he said. “While we ought 
to have statehoo!, we most emphatic- 
ally want to be separate from New 
Mexico. 

“Arizona bids fair to become the 
greatest covper producing State in the 
Union next year. What, with Sen- 
ator Clark's property, the United Verde 
mines, Col. Greene's mines and others, 
the output of copper is on the increase 
all the time and will amount to an. 
enormous total. Our own mines are 
not so poor elther.”

HOW TO TEACH. } 


Normal Course in Music One of The 
Times Scholarships in Fillmore 
Pianoforte School. 


The Fillmore Pianoforte School makes 
a specialty of normal work, giving 
student thorough equipment for teach: 
ing. The teacher having charge of 
this department is Mrs. Eva Ruff-Kel- 
.er, whose training was principally re- 
celved at the Dr. Robert Goldbeck 
Conservatory of Music in St. Louis. 

Many inexperienced teachers fail in 
the outset for lack of practical knowl- 
edge of how to teach. The object of 
the normal course, taught in the Fill- 
more school is to so thoroughly equip 
the aspiring student that he will -be 
able to teach with systematic intel- 
ligence. To rob one of personal be- 
longings is considered a felony, and 
yet what is often an irreparable wrong 
is perpetrated ignorantly by the inex- 
perienced, but well meaning music 
teacher, in using false methods or even 
g001 ideas unsystematically applied. 
The course is sulted not only to stu- 
dents who have never taught before 
but even to experienced piago teach- 
ers, who wish to get new ideas and 
broaden their pedagogic knowledce.

Pupils are received at the school on 
the third floor of the Blanchard Bulld- 
ing on Mondays and Thursdays from 
3 to 4 p.m. 


THE MINT AS A “FENCE.” 


Stolen Gold Has Been Purchased by 
the Officials for Many Years 
Past. 

{Philadelphia Record:] According to 
detectives, the United States Mint for 
a long time has been used unwittingly 
as a “fence,” or receiver of melted- 
down gold and silver by professional 

thieves. 

The case of Isaac Andreas, who ac- 
krowledged that he had sold $400 worth 
of gold clippings, which he had stolen 
from the Keystone Watch Case.Com- 
pany, at the mint, detectives say, was 
by no means an isolated one. There 
are no safeguards to prevent any thief 
who knows how to melt gold or silver 
i* a erucible from selling it at the mint. 

“All the old-timers know the trick,” 
said Detective Captain Donaghy. “TI 
recollect very well a case I was en- 
gaged on several years ago. Big Bill 
Mason, Joreph Martin, alias Reddy the 
Gloster, a Philadelphia thief, and oth- 
ers plundered tne houses of wealthy 


-suburbanites of Indianapolis, Terre 


Haute and other cities in Indiana. 
Fermer President Harrison was among 
the victims. The gang made enormous 
heuls of jewelry. 

“We found that they shipped it by 
express to two professional thieves and 
ex-convicts, one of whom was then a 
constable in this city. These men put 
i.. into the melting pot and afterward 
sold the bullion at the mint. 

“Part of the proceeds went out to the 
ging in the West. The remainder was 
a ‘rake-off’ for the men in Philadeiphia, 
The facts came out subsequently in a 
quarrel of thé conspirators

Nickel Gambling Machines 
Spread Alarmingly. 


One Thousand Operating 


Throughout County. 
No Law to Bar Evil in Unin- 
corporated Places. 


The pernicious nickel-in-the-slot ma- 
chine evil is assuming proportions 
throughout Los Angeles county. The 
“sure-thing” gambling device, driven 
from Los Angeles and other cities of 
the county, is spreading like a plague 
into every nook and corner not em- 
braced within the corporate limits. 
At least one thousand of the machines 
@re eating up hundreds of dollars a 
day, in “blind pigs,” in road houses, 
in poolrooms an in every other re- 
sort where patronage is likely. 

Deputies of the District Attorney's 
Office, and other county officers, who 
have made a number of raids recently 
on liquor joints, have encountered the 


machines at every turn, but have been 


without power to seize or plug them. 

The whirr of the machines is hearg 
on every road leading into Los An- 
geles; the things stand like toH gates 
at every entrance to this and to other 
cities in the county; they crowd in 
just as close to the limits as the law 
will allow, and the nightly “rake-oft" 
to the lessees is enormous, 

In a raid Saturday night on the San 
Fernando road, Deputy  Dist.-Atty. 
Fieming and his companions founa 
twenty of the machines in operation. 
Each of the nickel-coaxers was filled 
with coins. They had run unmolested 
for months because there is no law to 
prevent their operation in unincorpor- 
ated places. 

Surrounding the machines were 
found bank employés, menof responsi- 
bie positions, youn women and 
“sports” —all flushed with the gambling 
fever. The excitement aroung a rou- 
lette table could not have been more 
intense. Constant streams of nickels 
were poured into the gaping craws of 
the things, and whenever there was a 
Sickly littie splutter of ten or twenty 
coins into the metal cup that catches 
the “give-down,” there was a_ wild 


phout from the gamblers. 


At one machine a young fellow fed 
$7.50 into the slot in the space of fif- 
teen minutes. He took out not vwne 
nickel. 

“The evil is as bad as the race-track 

mbling craze,”’ said Deputy Flem- 
ng. “It is as great as that attending 
the operation of a roulette wheel, such 
@s we raided several weeks ago at 
San Pedro; in fact, a player of the slot 
machine has no more chance to win 
than has the roulette player. 

“The craze has reached grave propor- 
tions, too, and a sudden halt is neces- 
eary if the spread of the plague is to 
checked. 

“My idea is that the slot machines 
are doing a greater harm than are the 
*biind pigs,’ bad as the latter may be. 
Boys andi young girls are attracted 
to the resorts where these machines 
are kept; they are thrown into associa- 
tion with a demoralized class of men 
and women, and it is only a step from 
the gambling device to the bar and to 
dens of vice. 

“What is needed is an ordinance 
framed by the Supervisors making it 
iliegal to operate the slot machines, 
If there were such an ordinance the 
machines could be put out of business 
at once. 

“The profits from the operation of 
such machines are almost beyond com- 

rehension. One poolroom proprietor 

as said he could afford to pay a lIi- 
cense of $500 per month, just for the 
sake of having a place where the ma- 
chines could be operated. 

“The things have been installed in 
mMumerous beach towns not yet incor- 
they are tucked away into 
every corner of the county where there 
is no law applying against them. In 
some cases it is but a step across the 
imaginary line that divides the open 
from the restricted territory. 

“The craze will spread to such an ex- 
tent as to make it extremely difficult 
to wipe it out unless prompt action 
is taken by the lawmakers. 

“Give us the proper authority and 
the things can be swept out instanter.” 

“There is just about one chance in 
thirty-five of winning anything from 
a@ slot machine,” said a loca) cigar 
Gealer in whose place several] of the 
machines were operated before the law 
banished them from Los Angeles. 
“Some of them are -o made that the 
lessee can, by a change in the mechan- 
ism, regulate the amount to be re- 

tained by him or delivered to the 


player. 


“It’s one of the biggest steals that 
ever was perpetrated under the name 
of gambling. It is worse than rou- 
lette. The small amount risked at 
each play and the supposed possibility 
of making from twenty to forty times 
the amount played holds out such a 
fascination that the craze simply over- 
comes the player. 

“It's a sure thing for the ‘house’ 
from start to finish. The small pro- 
portion of the receipts given back in 
the form of winnings isn't a drop in

the bucket as compared with the re 
ceipts, and it is no wonder that any- 
one would give $500 a month for the 
privilege

dollars here in the city.” 


OUR THIEVES 
ROLLING HIGH. 


STYLISH YOUNG MEN LOOTING 
VENICE AND DEL REY? 


Said to Have Cleaned up Eleven 
Thousand Dollars in Last Few 
Months With “Bum” Siugs—Now 
Stopping at Ocean Park Hotels. 
Owner Gamberi Talks. 


Four young men, good looking and 
“swiftly” dressed, are believed to have 
cleaned up thousands of dollars in the 
last few months by looting cash-pay- 
ing slot machines in the small cities 
and towns of Southern California. 
They are now at Ocean Park, and 
within the past week are said to have 
tapped the quarter-in-the-slot-ma- 
chines at Venice of America and Playa 
del Rey fer considerable sums. 

The owner of the devices at those 
two resorts, E. Gamberi of Santa Mon- 
ica, denies that the sneaks have done 
him any damage beyond choking two 
or three of his machines with slugs, 
but there is other testimony that does 
not agree with this. A Venice visitor, 
a thoroughly credible man, says he 
saw this gang playing the machines in 
the grill-room of the Ship Hotel, and 
was close by when they repeatedly 
took their stolen winnings in 256-cent 
pleces from the cup. He saw that the 
leader of the gang had one of his 
coat pockets filled with lead slugs of 
the size of a quarter of a dollar. 

This fellow, who dresses fashionably 
and conducts himself after the manner 
of a “sport,” took more liquor aboard 
Sunday night than was goog for his 
own game, and while in a communica- 
tive mood he exhibited quantities of 
lead slugs, boasted that he and his 
three confederates had “done up” the 
slot machines of various Southern Cal- 
ifornia towns in the last six months 
to the extent of about $11,000, and 
boldiy announced their intention of 
keeping at the graft. “They can’t 
pinch us,” the stylish thief declared, 
“because what could they arrest us 
for? These machines are gambling de- 
vices, and gambling is against the law. 
Taking money out of slot machines 
isn’t stealing, no matter how you 
work it. 2

“They're on to us here at the Ship 
Hoie!. and they've tipped it off that 


we're going to get thrown out of the. 


Cabrillo the next time we try the game. 
Well, that’s all right, too. We're 
heeled, my pals and me, and the first 
crowd that tries to grab us wi!l see 
gun woik that'll be so quick it'll sur- 
prise them.” 

Owner Gamberi, who operates the 
nickel-in-the-sjot and quarter-in-the- 
slot machires at Venice and del Rey. 
energetically denied that he had been 

bed by this gang. “I know them,” 
he said; “I’ve got them spotted, and 
they haven’ t got into me yet. I caught 
the principa! fellow trying to work the 
two-bit machine in the Ship Hotel with 
this bum slug’’—taking a nicked and 
bent disc of lead from his pocket and 
exhibiting it—“and I told him no gen- 
tleman would try a game like that. 
The slug, though, wouldn’t work. No 
slug will uniess it is a perfect repro- 
duction in size, thickness and weight 
of the proper coin. It stuck in the 
grooves and jammed when he tried to 
force the lever down. I opened the 
machine and after some trouble got it 
out. The fellow hasn’t .been back > 
since, at least I have not seen him. 

“Yes, he tried the same thing at 
Playa del Rey, but without a better 
luck. That, and the fact that I*haven’t 
found any slugs in the coin compart- 
ments, sa tisfles me that I have not 
been robbed.” 

These four dead-beats are staying at 
two of the best hotels in Ocean Park 
and are living on the fat of the land. 
They are expensive! y dressed, drink as 
they please, pay their hote! bills, take 
in all the pleasures of the shore from 
Santa Monica to dei Rey, and appar- 
ently are well supplied with cash. 
Their game, according to those who 
have watched them operate, is for the 
four to gather around a machine in a 
close ring, shutting out the glassed 
coin-slots from the view of the room. 
Then one drops the spurious slugs 
while another works the plunger or 
lever. In this way they hide from out- 
siders the fact that lead discs instead 
of money are being played in by them.
